MANITOBA  WILL  NOT 

LEVY  INCOME  TAX 


WINNII’KO,  May  6. — No  provincial 
income  tax  will  be  aaseaaed  In  Mani- 
toba this  year,  the  law  amendments 
committee  of  the  Manitoba  Legisla- 
ture decided  today. 

The  bill,  which  was  promulgated  at 
a recent  conference  of  representatives 
from  all  parts  of  the  Province,  i»ro- 
vided  that  proceeds  from  the  Income 
Tax  Bill  were  to  be  collected  by  the 
Government  and  turned  over  to  the 
municipalities  and  cities. 


0PPELN<  May  6. — F'ighting  between  the  Italians  and  the  Poles 
at  Kybnik,  Pless  and  Cfros.s  Strehlitz  continued  today,  with  the  situ- 
ation at  Kybnik  increasingly  tnenacinji-  to  the  Allied  forces,  accordinij 
to  reports  received  by  the  intcr-AlHed  Commission. 

The  Italians  arc  known  to  have  lost  thirty  men  killed  and 
seventy  wounded,  and  in  French  quarters  it  is  estimated  that  the 
Allied  casualties  since  the  uprisinfj  hcKan  have  been  Seventy  killed 
and  an  unknown  number  wounded. 

The  Poles  today  re.sumcd  their  artillery  attack  on  Gross  Streh- 
litz, and  twice  advanced  into  the  city,  hut  were  thrown  back  by  the 
Italians.  FUsewherc  the  Poles  arc  reported  to  have  “consolidated 
their  positions.” 

They  arc  being  gradually  reinforced  and  fresh  forces  arc  coming 
over  the  border. 

, Th^  F'rench  authorities  heard  a rumor  today  that  150  Green 
(German)  police  had  crossed  the  frontier.  The  report  was  dis- 
credited. Germans  have  occupied  Klbcrglogau,  which  the  Allies 
evacuated  yesterday. 

The  Intcr-Allled  Commimiun  tuday 
received  a dispatch  front  Ixtndon  say- 
ing that  the  Hupreme  Council  had 
IKtstponed  making  public  the  decis- 
ions of  the  plebiscite,  nttlclals  hoping 
that  this  would  tend  to  allay  the  Pol- 
ish ucUvlUea  when  lt_  became  gener- 
ally known.  A crowd  of  Germans 
rushed  the  uutomoldle  of  the  Polish 
consul  here  this  afternoon,  but  a cor- 
don of  French  soldlefs  quickly  dis- 
persed the  crowd. 

The  reptirls  reaching  otTlclals  here 
say  that  the  Italians  everywhere  In 
the  region  are  expressing  dissatisfac- 
tion over  their  failure  to  receive  sup- 
port. Ill  British  alrcles  the  expecta- 
tion Is  that  there  will  be  a German 
eounter-actloii  shortly.

Negotiations  Appear  to  Give  Little  Promise  of

Doherty,  Minister  of  JusUce,  refer- 
ring to  this  clause,  that  the  reforma- 
tories in  many  provinces  were  not 
prepared  to  take  care  "f  boys  and 
young  women  between  16  and  18.  and 
that  It  might  be  vwy  dangerous  for 
this  class  of  criminuU  to  associate 
with  those  of  much  younger  ages.  Mr. 
Doherty  accordingly  made  a motion

“I  only  hope  that  the  cxpectations'of  immediate  peace  may  not 
be  too  high,  either  across  the  channel  or  h*»re.

OTTAWA,  May  S. — Ijast  night's 
deadlock  on  the  question  of  reduc- 
ing wages  In  the  building  Industries 
was  swept  aside  this  morning  when 
after  a serious  conflict  between  the 
groups  attending  the  conference,  ths 
general  committee  of  the  joint  con- 
ference of  employers  and  employees 
In  the  construction  and  building  In- 
dustries brought  In  a resolution  leav- 
ing the  matter  of  wage  adjustments 
to  be  governed  •by  local  conditions, 
which  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  reoolution  was  supported  from 
both  sides  of  the  House  as  one  ex- 
pressing the  principles  embodied  In 
the  two  reports  brought  down  Last 
night  and  on  which  the  debate- 
arose. 

Senator  Robertsoq,  chairman  of 
the  conference,  in  dlamisalng  the  del-* 
egatea,  spoke  of  this  as  a demonstra- 
tion of  tho  value  of  co-operation  and 
the  spirit  of  arbitration  In  Canadian 
Industry.  Lost  night  it  had  seemed 
difficult  to  get  both  aides  together, 
but  this  morning  they  had  come  In 
with  a joint  report  and  accepted  It 
unanimously.  , 

The  deadlock  at  last  night's  -ses- 
sion arose  from  the  question  of  wage 
decrease. 

The  employers  had  recommended 
a reduction  of  wages  from  10  to  35 
per  cent.  Lsibor  refused  to  make  a 
declaration  on  a national  scale,  and 
said  that  local  conditions  must  gov- 
ern. I.Aborlng  men  eould  not  afford 
to  make  any  such  statement,  their 
leaders  said.  Ths  employsrs’  dele- 
gates charged  labor  with  having 
come  to  the  conferenos  ylth  Its 
opinions  already  set  on  this  subject 
ai)d  with  refusing  to  take  a step  to- 
ward co-opsratloa.  Labor,  on  the 
other  band,  declared  It  bad  an  open 
mind,  but  that  such  a declaration 
on  a natloal  basis  was  unthinkable. 

F.  T.  King,  Vancouver,  (employ- 
ers) declared  that  prices  of  both  ma- 
terials and  labor  In  Vancouver  had 
dropped  this  Hprlng.  He  quoted 
figures  In  support  of  his  point.  • He 
had  hoped  to  hev*  ■-  solution  of  the 
joint  councils  Idea,  he  said,  for  in  his 
city  the  employers  had  difficulty  In 
getting  down  to  a reasonable  basis 
In  dealing  with  labor  organisations. 
Apartment  houses  w-ere  not  being 
built  In  Vancouver  because  they  were 
not  a paying  proposition. 

Fred  Welsh,  Vancouver,  labor, 
dealing  with  the  reasons  for  the 
building  shortage,  declared  that 
people  were  being  held  off  from  let- 
ting contracts  by  Insidious  propa- 
ganda which  sought  to  make  them 
believe  that  prices  were  about  to 
drop.  Neither  material  prices  nor 
wages  would  come  down  to  pre-war 
figures,  Mr.  Welsh  declared. 

The  conference  broke  op  at  1:S0 
today  after  three  days*  work.  Build- 
ers and  labor  from  all  parts  of  the 
Dominion  ware  represented,  and  the 
problems  facing  the  Industry  were 
threshed  out  In  committee  and  on 
the  floor  of  the  conference. 


The  delegutes  he4d  oeparaU-  mewt- 
liisra  of  their  groups  this  afternoon, 
and  many  of  them  will  leave  Ottawa 
for  their  homes  during  the  afternoon 
and  evening 

Henator  Itobertson,  In  adjourning 
the  conference,  said  It  was  another 
inliesloiH)  oil  the  road  to  perfect  In- 
dustrial peace.  The  Industrial  dis- 
putes set  bad  been  unpopular  fer  a 
time.  It  applies  only  to  the  public 
utilities.  There  should  be  provision 
of  Mims  machlrtery  for  solution  of 
IndusU-laJ  disputes  other  than  public 
utlltles. 

Manitoba  ha(&.  provided  an  aut  of 
this  nature.  Beoator  Uobertaou  bo|>ed

— Important  re- 
sults /lave  attended  the  visit  of  Win- 
ston Bpencer  Churchill,  Secretory  of 
Htate  for  the  Colonies,  to  the  Middle 
Kost.  soys  The  Doily  Sketch.  That 
newspaper  today  printed  what  pur- 
p(died  to  be  an  outline  of  the  Biitlsh 
pulley  to  be  pursued  In  Mesopotamia 
In  future.  Thle  policy  has  os  yet  not 
been  officially  revealed,  but  the  news- 
paper asserta  it  has  excellent  author- 
ity for  its  statsmenjs. 

"Formation  of  a series  of  Arab 
states,"  the  newspaper  aold.  "la  a part 
of  the  Oovernraent's  plana.  This 
would  secure  a new  overland  serial 
route  to  India  under  their  protec- 
tion. Mesopotamia  Is  to  become  the 
great  depot  and  training  ground  for 
military  aviators  in  the  service  of  the 
British  Empire. 

"It  le  further  asserted  that  Prince 
Fetsal.  eon  of  the  King  of  Hedjox, 
wUJ  become  the  first  sherlfian  ruler 
of  the  countr)',  hts  position  being 
tantamount  to  that  of  King  of  Moeo- 
potamla.  The  British  garrison  will 
be  reduced  to  a.  little  more  than  20 
battalions,  and  even  this  force  will  be 
later  cut  down  to  13  battalions." 

In  future,  the  newspaper  aeserts, 
control  of  Mesopotamia  will  be  placed 
In  the  hands  of  the  Royal’ Air  Fofee. 

Mr.  Churchill  Is  reported  to  have 
decided  to  spent  six  million  pounds 
In  rebuilding  Mesopotamian  railways, 
and  Prince  Felsal's  brother,  Al'dullah, 
will  be  appointed  provisional  ruler  of 
the  Arab  province  of  Trane- Jordanla.

Nova  Scotia  Officials  of  U.'M.W. 
Say  Miners  There  Are  In- 
sufficiently Paid  and  Lack 
Protection  of  Law 


OTTAWA,  May  $. — That  sanitary 
conditions  In  the  Nova  Scotia  mining 
towns  of  Sydney  Mines  and  Qloce 
Bay  were  shocking,  that  infant  mor- 
tality was  exceedingly  high,  and  that 
the  general  standard  of  living  was 
too  low,  were  points  emphasized  be- 
fore the  parliamentary  fuel  commit- 
tee this  morning  by  Robert  Baxter, 
district  ’president  of  the  United  Mine 
Workers  of  America.  Increooee  of 
pay  did  not  go  Into  the  bonks  because 
they  were  needed  for  clothe#  for  the 
children  and  for  food.  It  would  not 
be  fair  to  the  miners,  he  thought,  to 
ask  them  to  acoe^t  a reduction  In 
wages  in  order  to  enable  the  com- 
panies to  meet  competitive  prices. 

Mr.  Baxter  appealed  to  tl^e  com- 
mittee to  recommend  larger  coal  pur- 
chases by  the  Government  from  the 
Nova  Scotia  mines.  The  employees 
og  the  Dominion  Coal  Company  wqr«. 
he  said,  working  only  one  or  two  days 
a week.

The  estimated  Increase  In  wages 
since  1>13  was  110  per  cent.  The 
price  of  coal  hsd  gone  up  more  than 
100  per  cqfjt. 

MacLschlan.  giving  svldsnos 
this  afternoon  to  the  House  fuel  com- 
mittee. sold  acclaents  In  Canadian 
mines  were  notoriously  numerous. 
There  was  an  average  of  $.75  per

Sir  Janies  ro- 
plied  that  no  negotiations  on  such  a 
basis  could  occur,  It  is  asserted,  and 
the  Interview  terminated  there.

LONDON,  May  6.  — The  Evening 
Standard  aaya  tonight  it  hears  that  a 
momentous  Irish  conference  will  be 
held  In  London  during  the  week-end. 
Distinguished  Irish  prelates,  Kamonn 
de  Valera  and  other  leading  Sinn- 
Keliiera  are  expected  to  be  present, 
the  newspaper  adds. 

Hope  that  yesterday's  meeting  In

There  le  * hopeful  euEurr  tn  the 
m*e«tlnc  of  Sir  Jamee  Cruld.  the  Ulater 
leader,  and  Profeaaor  Earaonn  de  Va- 
laca.  ""The  moat  aUthlflcant  feature  of 
It  la  that  the  conference  ahould  have 
been  brought  about  by  the  deatre  of 
the  latter.  It  la  Indicative  of  a spirit 
4>f  conciliation,  for  up  to  a feiv  days 
ago  the  Sinn  Fein  party  app^i^red  to 
be  Irreconclleable  In  Its  attitude.  The 
Influe’hcea  which  have  led  to  the  more 
hipeful  outlook  are  probably  dual  In 
their  character,  namely,  the  appoint- 
ment of  Lord  I-Mtaalan  aa  Viceroy  and 
tl^e  recent  visit  to^Dublln  of  LArd 
Derby  who,  without  a doubt,  was  act- 
ing on  behalf  of  the  Hrltlah  Oovern- 
menu  Certain  It  la  there  Is  being  in- 
jected Into  Irish  political  affairs  a 
better  promise  of  more  conciliatory 
moves  than  any  which  have  obtained 
during  the  past  live  years.  The  mur- 
der campaign  continue^  to  rage,  but 
this  Is  pursued  with  such  criminal 
Intent  that  It  Is  easy  to  believe  It  has 
passed  beyond  the  control  of  the  Sinn 
Fein  Party,  In  tho  ameliorating  In- 
fluences which  ara  beglnoHlg  to  exert 
sway  It  Is  psrnilssable  to  believe  that 
the  Vatican  la  exercising  some  au- 
thority over  the  adherents  of  tho 
Roman  Catholic  Church  In  Ireland. 

The  unusual  efforts  now  being  exer- 
cised to  sooth  Ireland's  political  dif- 
ferences have  their  origin  l>b  the  keen 
desire  of  the  bulk  of  the  people  of 
that  country  for  an  end  of  the  reign 
of  terror  to  which  they  have  been 
subjected.  Slowly  but  surely  the  opin- 
ion Is  tsklng  hold  of  the  more  radical 
slementa  that  their  tactics  have  not 
■dvanCed  them  an  lota  In  the  direction 
of  a republican  Ireland.  On  the  con- 
trary, time  Is  bound  to  furnish  the 
proof  that  they  themeelves^  will  be  ^ 
the  heaviest  sufferers,  since  they  have  * 
come  to  be  recognised  as  tools  of  out- 
side Influences  that  are  hostile  to 
lirltaln.  Profeseor  de  Valera  and 
other  Hlnn  Fein  leaders  have  been 
slow  to  appreciate  the  trend  of  world 
opinion,  and  they  have  been  particu- 
larly blind  to  tho  real  material  and 
moral  Interests  of  the  country  where 
they  have  set  evUOpasshma  aflame. 
The  Hrltlah  Oovernment,  if  It  can 
salve  tho  wounds  of  Ireland,  is  wlll- 
Ing  to  forget  and  forgive  the  wanton 
injuries  Inflicted  on  the  Crown  forces. 
In  all  moves  towards  reconciliation  It 
has  made  the  first  overtures,  and  Us 
persistent  desire  for  peace  has  now 
X prospect  of  leading  to  some  suc- 
cess. 

What  eventualities  may  arise  from 
the  meeting  of  8ir  James  Craig  and 
Professor  de  Valera'lt  Is  yet  too  early 
fo  siif.  That  they  have  met  once 
augurs  tho  possibility  that  they  can^ 
come  together  in  the  future.  A great 
deal  will  have  been. accomplished  If 
the  Sinn  Fein  Party  Will  nominate  Its 
candidates  and  permit  Its  members 
to  ^It  in  the  Dublin  Parliament,  while 
barring  the  element  of  crime  from 
the  election  campaign  In  Northeastern 
Ulster.  Ireland's  Immediate  future 
and  the  measure  of  her  development 
depend  on  a trial  being  given  to  the 
new  political  regime  whiclj  goes  Into 
effect  this  month.  She  Is  being  given 
an  Instalment  of  autonomy  which  was 
almos^  regarded  as  Impossible  a brief 
fifteen  years  ago.  Hhe  cannot  have 
Independence,  for  the  danger  Is  too 
great,  and  w^uld  be  an  Immediate 
signal  for  clvlr  war.  What  she  Is  be- 
ing given  Is  more,  In  many  rebpecta, 
than  the  late  Mr.  John  Redmond  pver 
hoped  to  achieve.  Irishmen  of  all 
parses  and  abades  of  belief  will  do 
well  to^glve  It  an  honest  and  faithful 
trial. 

TUi:  iCDUCA'nONAIi  KYKTKM 


Those  engaged  In  educational pro- 
iwganda  with  a view  to  securing 
larger  expenditurea  for  school  pur- 
poses would  do  well  not  to  display 
an  Intolerant  apirlt.  They  should  wet- 
conicy'not  resent,  criticism,  for  where 
Slate  education  prevails  It  Is  a sub- 
ject foi  the  discussion  of  the  whole 
people,  and  the  moat  desirable  deflnl- 
tldn  of  its  scope  and  requirentents  Is 
•not  necessarily  enunciated  by  thoee 
who  are  now  part  apd  parcel  of  the 
existing  system.  We  admit  that  their 
opinion  is  a weighty  one  and  worthy 
of  consideration,  but.  since  It  Is  the 
system  to  which  they  belong  that  Is 
being  ciitlolsad.  H can  hardly  be 
wondered  that  upon  occasion  preju- 
dice msy  hrcloud  their  Judgments 
«nd  warp  their  understsndings. 

The  party  press  rushes  to  the  de- 
fence of  the  Oovernment  'whea  Stmts 
•ducstTonal  methods  are  called  In 
question.  That  affords  an  llluetrstlea 
of  hmg  difficult  It  le  to  keep  politics 
out  of  MucsUonal  matters  where  the 
system  Is  la  tbs  bends  of  tho  tMsIo. 
Tilers  Is  s settled  csmpalgo  afoot  to 
pertttsde  the  people  that  too  mucii 
moosv  cannot  be  spent  on  edusatian. 
«nd  new  reforms  nnd  innovations, 
woetly  harrowed  from  the  American 
side,  are  cotistantly  being  proposed. 
Irrespective  altogether  of  tjie  added 
expense  which  they  imply.  If  our 
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cdu<.atlonal  uiletu.  as  U slauds. 
meant  we  were  reaching  higher'  and 
higher  in  adnilnletratlve  ability.  If  U 
led  to  a cuostant  Impro ven^eol  l<>  the 
morals  end  manoecs  of  thb  people.  If 
It  weie  tbs  vehicle  of  an  improving 
cllizbnship  and  of  Intelligent  Provin- 
cial development  whereby  this  part 
of  the  Dominion  could  compete  In 
knowledge  and  acquirements.  In  ' 
trade  and  In  worknianship,  with  any 
other  quarter  of  the  globe,  then  we 
believe  Ahere  would  be  no  crlUclso.  of 
trfe  methods  of  preparing  our  young 
fur  the  battle  uf  life.  We  And.  how- 
ever. In  a Province  overflowing  with 
natural  resources,  that  economic  and 
^other  oondlilone  are  by  no  means 
what  they  should  be,  so  that  It  Is 
natural  to  attempt  to  discover  whut 
Is  wrong  wlih  an  educational  system 
which.  In  some  aay,  must  be  held 
resx>onslble. 

^here  Is  a growing  belief  that  edu- 
cational reform  le  wanted.  Too  much 
money  is  now  being  spent;  It  Is  raU- 
dlrccteff  and  even  wasted.  The  people 
would  be  ill  advised  to  sanction  pny 
new  expenditures  until  they  are  first 
persuaded,  beyond  peradventure,  that 
the  best  results  are  being  aecursfl 
from  the  present  outlay.  In  theory 
the  idea  of  free  education  Is  sound 
and  Its  advantages  cannot  be  dis- 
puted. In  practice  It  can  and  often 
does  impose  a burden  on  the  State 
oltogethcr  out  of  proportion  to  the 
results  achieved.  Those  who  provide 
the  money  have  the  right  to  exercise 
the  closest  supervision  over  expendi- 
tures. In  a democratic  country  it  is 
for  them  to  define  the  scope  and 
limits  of  the  educational  system  for 
which  they  are  willing  to  pay.  Every 
proposed  reform,  where  It  means 
some  branching  out  process,  indicates 
' a desire  to  6ommlt  the  Btate  more 
ai|d  more  to  a policy  of  domestic  in- 
terference through  technical,  moral 
and  physical  control  over  the  chil- 
dren, as  well  as  being  responsible  for 
their  mental  development.  These  In- 
novations can  be  carried  to  extremes, 
and  n la  th^sg  extremes  which  must 
b«>  guarded  against  sealously,  or 
else,  before  they  are  fully  cegnizant 
o.  v>.i.ii  M happening,  a mistaken  edu- 
cHlIonal  ethllcy  impose  multiply- 

ing and  autocratic  costs  on  the  people.

years  ago  when  HIr  Ueorge  Foster 
went  to  the  Antipodes  to  negotiate  an 
agreement.  The  Great  War  Inter- 
vened and  for  some  time  the  mutter 
was  forgotten.  It  was  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Dominion  Govern- 
ment again  within  the  past  year  by 
the  local  Board  of  Trade,  but  nothing 
has  been  done.  The  statement  made 
by  Premfer  Massey  and  the  apparent 

a'llllngncss  of  New  Zealand  to  foster 
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trade  with  this  I,)ominlon  should  have 
the  effect  of  leading  to  a reciprocal 
arrangement,  for  there  is  no  logical 
objection  to  such  a pact  In  this  coun- 
fry. 

British  Columbia's  trade  would 
benefit  largely  by  reciprocity  with 
Australasia.  New  Zealand  and  Aus- 
tralia have  agricultural  products 
which  would  find  a ready  market  here. 
Premier  Massey  points  out  that  his 
countiy  wants  such  timber,  fish,  fruit 
and  manufactured  articles  aa  can  bs 
supplied  by  Canada,  and  particularly  i 
by  this  Province.  Ho  has  given  the 
undertaken  that  he  is  ready  to  exert 
, his  best  efforts  towards  stimulating 
trade  between  the  two  countries,  and' 
It  will  be  In  the  Interests  of  both,  if, 
while  in  I,.ondon,  be  will  confer  with 
Premier  Meighen  on  the  • subject. 
Whatever  can  be  done  to  encourage 
trade  between  different  parti  of  Jhe 

Empire  will  make  It  easier  for  all  to 
1 

recover  from  the  financial  and  eco- 
nomic effects  of  the  great  war.  There 
are  few  more  significant  subjects  that 
could  be  dlscussefi  by  an  Imperial 
Conference  than  that  of  foeterlng 
methods  whereby  the  Empire  will  be- 
come nrlf-supportlng  eventually.  That 
la  the  widest  application  of  the  cem- 
iPTjgP  for  the  buying  of  home  products 
and  keeping  money  fur  circulation 
among  British  peopfes. 

The  Protestant  Orphanage  Home  Is 
to  benefit  from  the  receipts  of  a tag 
day  being  held  today.  The  very  word^ 
orphans,  alws3ni  carries  with  It  an  ap- 
peal to  every  sympathetic  heart.

Retardation  In  Sciwsd  I*racrtws 
Hlr,. — In  reporting  Dr.  Raynor's  lec- 
ture given  at  the  Women's  Canadian 
Club  on  Tuesday  last,  some  very  mis- 
leading and  erroneous  statements 
were  made  on  the  part  of  The  Colon- 
ist in  connection  with  the  statistics  on 
the  subject  of  retardation  In  scboola 
As  1 was  rrspuoslble  for  these  figures, 

I wish  to  correct  th#  false  Impression 
that  the  average  reader  Is  likely  to 
form  on  the  basis  of  your  report.  The 
term  "repeaters"  Instead  of  _ "back- 
ward children"  would  have  made  the 
matter  clear.  This  s<.hool  survey,  like 
all  others  that  ars  being  mads  in 
eveiy  modern  school  system  In  the 
world,  brings  to  light  far  grsater  and 
more  significant  facte  than  those  re- 
lating to  backward  children.  The 
g-eateet  contribution  that  a mental 
survey  makes  to  the  cauae  of  educa- 
tion is  the  establishment  of  the  fact 
that  there  are  far  greater  numbers 
of  highly-gifted,  superior  and  above- 
averuge  pupils  retarded  and  repeating 
their  grades  than  there  aVe  Inferior 
onea.  And  more,  the  moral  value  of 
the  group  Intelligence  test  surpasses 
Its  educational  worth  in  that  it  brings 
us  face  to  face  with  outstandiog  facts 
In  a form  so  graphic  that  we  are 
forced  to  recognise  what  a tremendous 
waste  of  mentality  Is  going  on  In 
every  classroom,  because  we  do  not 
know  the  high  mental  level  upon 
which  most  of  our  children  are 
capable  of  working.  There  never  was 
u group  test  given  that  did  not  re- 
veal to  the.  teacher  some  startling  In-, 
formation  regarding  the  real  ability 
of  some  of  the  misunderstood  »^il- 
dren.  In  any  classroom,  about  one- 
third  of  the  children  are  marking  time 
because  we  know  too  little  of  the  real  \ 
life  of  the  mind  hidden  within,  to 
make  full  use  of  its  highest  powers. 
The  more  one  studies  the  facts  the 
more  one  realizes  that  In  must  cases 
the  infinite  resources  of  the  average 
child's  mind  are  not  even  tapped  by 
ordinary  education. 

Surveys  are  made  primarily  for  the 
purpbse  of  classifying  all  pupils  on 
the  basis  c-f  their  highest  mental  ca- 
pacity rather  than  their  lowest.  The 
pupils  who  fall  markedly  below  the 
average  standard  uf  Intelligence  are 
very  few  Indeed,  aa  compared  with 
those'whc  stand  above.  Modern  edu- 
c.atton  demands  us  Us  first  prliicit>lu 
that  we  shall  know  our  children  for 
what  they  are;  and  we  shall  never" 
know  them  if  we  rely  upon  a blind 
and  superficial  JudgmenT  based  upon 
an  amount  of  book  learning;  for  the 
mark  of  educational  power  la  not  a 
paaaive  ab«iorptlon  of  farts,  but  spirit- 
ual unfoldmenC,  and  that  mental  de- 
velopment which  tnables  one  to 
think  and  act  effectively  in  the  pres- 
ence of  a new  problem.  The  reasons 
for  retardation  are  numerous  and 
complex,  but  the  explanation  offered 
by  BO  great  a man  as  Herbert  Fisher, 
Minister  of  Education  In  Great  Bri- 
tain. is  that  we  are  trying  to  fit  an 
eighteenth  century  education  to  a 
twentieth  cent  ary  child.

Hock  Itay  bridge  by  making  use  of  the 
t N.  viaduct  which  Is  to  be  removed 
to  make  way  for  the  new  Johnson  Street 
bridgr,  r-ity  Knginerr  F M I*reslon 
informed  the  Council  yesterday  after- 
noon. . 

The  Council  deferred  action  until  next 
week. 

Mr.  Alexia  Martin,  representing  prop- 
erty holders  In  the  Store  Street  section 
which  have  been  agitating  for  the  re- 
pair of  the  Rock  Liay  bridge  for  nutny 
months,  appeared  before  the  Council 
and  urged  the  Council  to  maker  a start 
on  the  work  this  year  by  preparing  a 
foundation,  aa  suggested  by  Mr.  Preston. 
He  stated  that  considerable  damage  had 
been  doke  to  the  Interests  lie  repre- 
sented ^ a result  of  ths  closing  of  the 
Hock  Hay  bridge,  and  immediate  re- 
opening of  that  route  was  regarded  aa 
extremely  important. 

Aid.  \V.  F.  Fullerton  held  that  the 
city  would  not  be  justlfled  In  making 
a small  outlay  to  start  the  work  If  the 
ratepayers  were  likely  to  reject  a by-law 
^or  the  larger  amount  later  on. 

“I  cannot  conceive  that  the  Kock  Bay 
bridge  will  not  be  eventually  opened  to 
traffic  again,  and  fur  that  reason  any 
work  done  now  will  not  be  waated,” 
said  Mr.  Martin. 

Mr.  Prlngle'a  report  follows: 

"On  the  28th  of  September  last,  a 
largsly  signed  petition  was  forwarded 
to  the  Mayor  and  Council  requesting  the 
repair  of  Rock  Hay  bridge.  Thia  was 
referred  to  myself  for  report.

* .’'f.  Railway  bridge,  which  becomes 
the  property  of  the  city  on  the  comple- 
tion of  the  Johnson  ^r?st  brlda.!, 
should  be  removed  from  Its  existing 
site  and  placed  In  Rock  Hay.

“Commencing  at  the  Sfbre  Street  end 
of  the  exlating  trestle,  tho  road  will  be 
twenty  feet  In  width,  with  a six-foot 
sidewalk,  and  run  level  upon  an  em- 
t>ankment  to  the  H.  C.  Klectrlc  power 
house,  and  from  there  on,  the  road  will 
have  a falling  grade  of  five  per  cent  for 
a distance  of  approximately  360  feet, 
and  then  rise  again  on  a four  per  cent 
grade  to  the  southerly  abutment  of  tho 
new  bridge.  This  road  will  be  laid  on  an 
embankment  consisting  partly  of  ro<-k 
and  partly  of  earth  nil,  the  rock  till 
being  carried  al>ove  high  water  mark.

Hospital  Board  of  Directors  at 
Special  Meeting  Last  Night 
Decided  to  Go  Ahead  With 
Work  at  Once 


The  neceasary  steps  for  the  con-  1 
structlon  of  new  buildings  fur  tiie 
Provincial  Royal  Jubilee  Hospital  are 
to  be  taken  Immediately. 

The  matter  was  thoroughly  dlfe-  ! 
cusaed  at  a special  meeting  of  the 
Hospital  Boird  last  night,  when  the  I 
history  of  the  hospital  by-law  was  re- 
hearsed, and  the  correspondence  be- 
tween the  Board  and  the  City  Coun- 
cil was  reviewed  In  order  that  every 
detail  of  the  terms  of  agreement  be- 
tween the  two  moat  Interested  parties 
should  be  thoroughly  understood.  It 
became  quite  apparent  to  all  that 
there  has  existed  aliice  June  6.  1918, 
an  agreement  with  the  city  whereby 
they  are  compelled  at  any  time 
"within  six  months  from  the  signing 
of  the  armistice"  to  give  1335. OOU  to- 
ward the  erection  of  a new  hospital. 
And  while  a letter  of  May  4,  1821, 
shows  reluctance  on  the  part  of  the 
city  to  meet  tho  Issue  at  tho  present 
time,  the  Hospital  Board  secretary 
has  been  Instructed  to  write  to  the 
city  referring  to  the  correspondence 
which  passed  between  tho  two  bodies  !

City’s  t>bJectlniM 

The  following  la  the  principal  part 
of  the  letter  written  by  the  City  Clerk 
to  tho  hospital  secretary  under  date 
of  May  4,  1921: 

"In  reply  to  your  letter  of  May  2,  I 
am  directed  to  Inform  your  Board 
that  while  the  Council  fully  recognize 
Its  obligations  under  the  terms  of  the 
agreement  entered  Into  between  the 
Directors  of  the  Hospit.il  and  tho 
Corporation  regarding  the  raising  of 
funds  for  this  purpose  (new  hos- 
pital) the  Council  consider  tho  time 
moot  Inopportune  to  press  for  th:- 
agreeinent  owing  to  the  financial 
condition  of  tho  city  and  the  unsettled 
state  of  the  money  market,  especi- 
ally when  the  city  is  compelled  at  this 
time  to  float  loans* to  carry  on  essen- 
tial iiubllc  works,  particularly  the 
Johnson  Utreet  bridge. 

"If,  however,  tho  directors  are  In- 
sistent In  their  demands  the  Coun<;ll 
would  request  that  the  Board  be  good 
enough  to  Inform  the  Council 
whether.  In  tho  event  of  the  sum  of 
8226,000  being  raised,  the  Frovlnclal 
Government  would  supplement  tho 
grant  by  a substantial  sum.  and  addi- 
tional money  would  bo  raised  by 
public  subscription  to  be  applied  In 
Ihe  erection  of  the  new  hospital  .is 
promised  by  the  Board  at  the  time 
tho  by-law  was  submitted  to  the  rate- 
payers for  their  assent." 

Decide  to  Build 

A resolution  that  "owing  to  the  In- 
creased demand  for  hospital  accoin- 
inodation  that  arrangements  be  made 
for  the  Immediate  erection  of  the  now 
hospital,  aa  planned  prior  to  the  war. 
With  such  alterations  as  will  bring  R 
up  to  modern  standards, " was  adopt- 
ed subsequent  to  the  reading  of  tho 
above  correspondence. 

Alto  It  was  reiolved  that  the  sec- 
retary of  tho  Board  bo  Instructed  to 
write  to  the  City  Council  according 
to  the  letter  from  the  Board  dated 
May  21,  1918,  and  following  the  reso- 
lution of  the  City  Council  dated  June 
6,  1918. 

The  plans  for  the  new  building  nrcj 
practically  as  laid  down  In  those 
drawn  up  at  tho  time  the  new  hospi- 
tal was  first  decided  upon  several 
jears  ago.  No  architect  has  as  yet 
been  selected,  although  this  feature 
of  the  undertaking  was  also  dis- 
cussed. It  was  pointed  out  In  the 
course  of  Ihe  evening  that  there  is 
t cthing  In  the  Hospital  By-Law  to  In- 
dicate that  the  I’rovinrial  Goverii- 
i.ient  were  under  any  obligation 
V hatever  to  siippl.  inenf  any  sum  that 
live  city  might  grant  for  new  hos-

$1,000,000,000  a Year  ?

Not  only  the  million  holders  of  $20, 000, OCX), (XX)  of  American  railroad  securities  and 
the  more  than  two  million  railroad  employce.sj  but  every  citizen  who  has  a stake  in  the 
return  to  normal  f»f  industrial ^and  commercial  conditions  will  be  concerned  if,  as  a stat- 
istician for  the  railroad  labor  unions  charges,  inefficient  management  is  costing  the  roads 
a bill  of  waste  of  more  than  $1,000,000,000  a year.  Thif  charge  is  part  of  railroad 
labor’s  reply  to  the  movement  for  a reduction  of  railroad  wages,  the  argument  being 
that  elimination  of  this  colossaf  waste  would  make  wage  reductions  unnecessary.  When 
the  Railroad  I^abor  Hoard,  a few  weeks  ago,  abrogated  the  National  Agreements,  which 
fixed  a single  standard  of  working  conditions  for  all  railroads,  the  railroad  managers 
regarded  it  as  clearing  the  way  for  wage  reductions  which,  they  estimated,  would  save 
the  roads  at  least  $1,000,000  a day.  Now  Mr.  W.  Jett  Lauck,  an  economist  employed 
by  the  railroad  unions,  accuses  the  railroad  managers  of  part  in  a "capital  combine" 
which  conspires  to  "deflate"  labor,  and  he  undertakes  *to  show  that  the  deflation  should 
apply  to  management  rather  than  to  wage.s.  i ' .
